CIVIL SERVICE REFORM.

BEEKING PRACTICAL METHODS,

IT8 IMPORTANCE RFALIZED BY ALL THE MEMBERS
O THE CABLINT—HOW APPOINTMENTS ARE
OUTEN MADR—PROVISIONS OF THE LAW—0OUT-
LINE OF SUGGESTLD LEGISLATION,

“_ammutox, duly 30,.—Hoon after the wémbers
of President Garfield’s Cabinet entered upon the
performanco of thelr dutica, the need of somo reform
in the method of making appointmeuts to ofiice
foreed itsolf o pon their attention as well as upon
it of tha President, and the matter bLecame tho
subjoct of froquent Cabinet consultations. Siuce

the  shooting of the Pregident  this  sub-
ject  has ot been  lost sight of, but
on  the contrary, the members of ihe

Cabinet have taken advantage of the partinl cessa-
m_m ol importunities by offico-seckers and their
friends to study and disenss the problem before
th}:m. While nothing has been decided upon, cer-
tain plans are looked npon with considerabls fuvor;
nnel it is probable that sentiment in favor of some
of them will take form after the President shall
hﬁ.\'_u'immmu able to consider and approve them ;
foritis to ho noted that all the members of the
Cabinet now boliove that Presdent Garfield’s life is
to ha spared,

Within the lart fow days a TrRiBUNE correspond-
ent ; has conversed with several members cf the
Cabinet regarding their plans for the reform of the
Civil Service. To two of them, in whom is vested
tho apoointmaont of many thousand subordingio
offlcers, the torrespondent put this question: “In
the applications for office thus far maie to you by
candidates and their friends, in what proportion of
cases hns the special alility, oxperience, fitness or
qnalifleations of the applicant been urged as the
reason for Lis appointment, and in what proportion
of casos were the personnl necessitios of the candi-
date made the promiuent consideration in his
bohulf 17

Both promptly replied that, in at lenst nino-tenths
of the cases, personal necessitios or misfortunes of
the applicants or reasons other than fituess to dis-
eharge the duties of the offices weore the consid-

erations  urgad  in bebalf  of  their appoint-
mont.  Baid  one  Cabinet offiier: “It is
1mt;5‘hly the case here in Washington that
specinl ability  to perform the doties of an

office 18 very rarely urgad in behalf of an applicant,
In at least nine enses out of ton the persons wlo
apply for places in this Dopartment, or in whose
behalf applications are mudde, are perdons who are
strandod in. Washington ; persons whoe huve come

here  expecting  to seenre Government  em-
ployment, or who, lhaving onee lLeen in
such  omployment, have  lost it.  They
spand all their  savings, if they  have

any, and after getting ont at the olbows go fo their
Conzressmon and say that tlioy must have some-
thing to do or they will starve. Of conrse Congress-
men eome hers, and go to oiher Departments, and
lulplurtjm-r ond plead until they find a place for
their distressod constituents, This is in brief a his-
tory of hundreds of cases,”

“Ounee a Government elork always a Governmant
E-iurk. appears to sum up the philosophy of Wash-
mgton office-seokers,” sail tho head of another im-
portnnt Departmont vesierday, “Somoeof the casos
of distress nre perfoctly heart-rending, Fully nine-
tenths of the personsin whoso behalf applications
are made are persons whose claims are urged bo-
canse of their porsonal necessitis, or because Con-
gressmen desiro to pay politieal dobts in this man-
ner,  Ability, expericnes and fitness are the last
things thonght of,”

*Thery is another diffioalty,” continned this of-
eer. "Inmost casos whore I diseover that m man
alroady in the servies isincopetont, inefilcient, lazy
or osherwise unfit for his place, I always find that
he has the strongest kind of politien] backing; and,
when my sense of duty compels me to rediuce him
to a lower grade this political influence is ol onoe
aroused to opposs the ochange. It really soems as if
tho more unfit the clork or officor the stronger is the
politicsl influrnce which he can bring to bear in his
behalf,”

PROVISIONS OF TUE LAW.

In the discussions of the Civil Servieo ploblem
thus far by tho membors of the presont Administra-
tion, it appears that two branches of the subject
have Leen mainly considessd : tho mothod of mak-
ing original  appointments and the means to be
adopted to weed out incompstent and ineMciont oin-
ployes now in the servics and inereass the efficlency
of thosa who romain,  The tenure of office 18 a mut-
tor for future consideration and tne action of Con-
Hresa,

As the lnws now stand, the President is anthor-
izedd to require all applicsnts for appointment in the
Clvil Servies to pass an examination ** in respeet to
sge, heolth, charactor, knowledge and ability for
tha branch of servies into which ho seeks to entop”
amd the Presidont ** way cmploy suitable Persons to
coduct wueh inguiries, and may proscribe their
dutia and establish regulations for the conduct of
prersons who may reoeive appointments in the Civil
Borviee” Tho lnw also provides that honorahly
hiseharged Aoliliers and snlllurn ahall be preferred for
appointment to civil offices when * found to possess
Lo business capacity necossary for the o
diseharge of the daties of sueh officos,” The law
further requires that no person shsll seceive an up-
wintinent to the grade of first, socond, third or
ourth class elerk in either of the executive dopart-
ments in \\'nui:h|1nnn without having tirst been ox-
atnined saed found qualitled by s board mluﬁn.—mnl of
thrae examiners appointed by the head of that De-
rurl—rnrm- from smong the oftleers and clerks of that

e pad trent,

A layw enacted in 1875 requires that after January
1, 1876, all appointments in the Treasury Depart-
ment Sl be equally distribnted among the several
States and Territories and the District of Columbia,
acoording to population, Several mombors of the
Cabinot are inclined to the bolisf thut this last pro-
vision could be wisely extended 8o as to embraco all
civil appointments, espocially those held in Wash-
ington,

SUGGESTED CHANGES.

Baid the head of an important Department,in con-
versilion on this subjoct yesterday : * 1t is no nso
talliing. Wo must take human nature ss we fiud it,
The people of this country will nover bs satisfiod
until the Civil Service iuso reformed that ap-
pointients will not be largely monopolized os
they now are by oftizens of the Distriet of
Colnmuia, and of the States from which the Capital
is most enaily and cheaply reached, Ambition to
en ter the public service has been Instilled into the
mind of every school-boy In the land for years, I
think it Is & mistaken ambition, but it cannot bo
oalled an nnworthy one, and at all eveuts the citi-
ronn of every State, romoto as woll as near, ought to
enjoy aqual nngrﬁuni:-.inu fo gratify at,

verul membersof the Adwministration aro sirongly
in favorof n radical change in the method of select-
ing persons to fill appointive offices and clerkships,
A plan, which is regarded with oconsiderable favor,
in Pﬂ‘lnl!ly as follows:

Firnt—Provide by law that in all cazes, as now in
